By sowing our seed and following the general 
directions below you will be successful in attaining your 
ideal in a Jawn. 

We cannot emphasize too strongly the regular application 
of high grade fertilizers. The seed mixture should contain 
the right varieties to promote a quick growth to retard the 
growth of weeds already in the soil, followed by the slower 
growing kinds, making a gradual transformation into a beau- 
tiful lawn. Study the analysis and avoid mixtures pre- 
dominating in Timothy, Rye Grass and inert matter if a 
permanent lawn is to be expected. The seeds should be good 
to begin with, then thoroughly recleaned. They should be 
heavy and of good germination and vitality, then mixed in 
the correct proportion, without the addition of any other 
matter to make bulk, and purchased by the pound. 


We guarantee our mixtures to equal or excel the best and 
invite analysis test. One pound of our mixture is sufficient 
to sow 250 to 300 square feet. The essentials of a good lawn 
are, well drained rich soil, thorough working of the ground 
to make it fine, mellow and smooth, then roll and fill in any 
depressions. Rake lightly and sow the seed by broadcasting 
one-half of the seed one way and the balance at right angles 
to insure even distribution and then roll again. All lawns 
should be rolled thoroughly every Spring. Early Spring or 
Fall is the best time to seed so that the young plants will not 
be exposed to dry cold weather or hot Summer sunshine 
until the roots are well established. To renovate old lawns, 
rake thoroughly and sow one-half the amount of seed re- 
quired for a new lawn and roll. Get seed in just before a rain 
if possible. Where clay soil becomes too hard or where soil 
is composed of sand and gravel, Peat Moss may be worked 
in to excellent advantage to provide humus.

EDIBLE SOY BEANS 


A pound of seed will sow about 150 feet of row, 
a packet, 20 feet 


The edible Soy Bean has become increas- 
ingly popular in this country, because of its 
high vitamin content and also because it is 
very high in protein and fat. They are the 
easiest bean to grow and yield enormous 
crops. The beans may be eaten in the green 
stage when cooked and served similar to 
Lima Beans, and also are well liked dry and 
roasted in much the same manner as nuts. 


Sow in rows 3 feet apart, dropping about 
6 seeds per foot of row. The plants do not 
require support. 


Bansei. This variety ripens early and is the 
best for northern sections; it is adapted to 
a wide range of growing conditions. The 
seed is small and round and of yellow color. 
The plants grow about 2 feet high. Pkt.

In order to digest his food properly, the 
canary should also have access to clean grit 
and gravel to grind his food, sweeten contents 
of the stomach, and supply necessary minerals.

The bird should be 
given clean water in a clean water dish every 
day. 

Many canaries are killed or caused to lose 
their song by over-feeding on tid-bits such as 
sweets or pastry, which are not good for seed- 
eating birds.

Hang it at one 
side of the window so that he does not come 
in direct contact with the glass. Your bird 
will stand considerable cold if there is no 
draught, but he cannot stand much heat or 
smoke; it quickly overcomes him.
